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An interferometric modulator comprising a cavity defined by 
two walls wherein the first wall is movable relative to the 
second wall and within the plane of the first wall 
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Interferometric modulator comprising three walls and control 
circuitry for driving at least one of three walls 
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an interference modulator comprising spacers mounted to form 
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Interference modulator comprising means to control the 
response time of the modulator 
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Interferomtric modulator comprising a charge deposition 
mitigating device 
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An interferometric modulator, comprising walls and a support 
and at least one of the walls or the support comprising at 
least two materials 
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A method of etching and patterning a microelectromechanical 
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a method of making arrays of microelectromechanical 
structure on a production line 
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
